3 WAR VETERAN SURRENDBRS 
AS DESERTER; MAY WIN 
HONORABLE DISCHARGE 


EXPERIMENT WITH INTERIOR 
DESIGN, URGES MR. REEI) 


Omaha, 
Nebrska, 
April 
14.— 
The 
dogs 
of w ar have barked long 


and loudly in the life of John C. Gil­ 
lespie, 53, who, after serving in the 
Spanish-American War, Insurrection 
in the Philippines and the World War 
has surrendered to military authori 
ties here as a deserter. 
A tropical sun, malaria, and a hard- 
boiled army captain, Gillespie declar­ 
es, proved his undoing 23 years ago 
and caused him to 
desert 
at 
Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 
He had serv­ 
ed as a volunteer in 
the 
Spanish- 
American War in the 
Seventh Ohio 
Infantry. 
He was 
honorably 
dis­ 
charged when hostilities ceased. 
Then he enlisted 
in 
the 
regular 
army and in 1890 was sent to 
the 
Philippines. 
There his record was unblemished, 
but on the 
Luzon 
Island 
he 
was 
stricken with fever. 
He received his 
second honorable discsharge 
in 1901 
and returned to the 
United 
States. 
Again he enlisted, 
this time in the 
Sixth Infantry, and was sent to Fort 
Leavenworth. 
“ I am confident that had a special­ 
ist examined me then he would have 
declared me mentally deranged as a 
result of the fever”, 
says 
Gillespie 
My will power and much of my power 
of reasoning had been destroyed. 
“The captain of my company was 
known throughout the camp for his 
severity and bruskness. 
I didn’t like 
him and simply felt that I couldn’t 
stand to serve under him. 
So I 
de - 1 
serted”. 
Gillespie assumed the name of Jos j 
G. Wade and for 15 years lived the | 
life of a civilian. 
When the World War 
broke 
out, 
Gillespie was beyond the age of serv­ 
ice. 
But in 1918 he could hold off no 
longer. 
As Joseph Wade, he enlist­ 
ed in the Fifty-seventh 
Engineers. 
There followed tea months of service 
overseas, during which time he was 
made a corporal, 
and then 
another 
honorable discharge. 
“After the World W ar my being a 
deserter began to hurt”, he said. “The 
more I though of it, 
the 
more 
it 
preyed upon my conscience, 
until 
finally, it became unbearable and 
I 
surrendered. 
I turned myself 
ovei 
to Colonel J. B. Wilson, Adjutant of 
the Seventh Corps Area. 
“ I had reached the point where I 
couldn’t sleep at night and had even 
lost my appetite. 
As soon as I sur­ 
rendered I felt better.” 
Gillespie 
expected 
imprisonment 
Instead he found army officers anxi­ 
ous to help him. 
He was not taken 
into custody, but was asked to remain 
in Omaha until the m atter has been 
straightened out. 
Army officials are asking the Wai 
Department at Washington to grant 
him an honorable discharge. 
His rec­ 
ord is such that he should go unpun­ 
ished, they say. By Monday, they hope 
Gillespie will be able to step from 
the role of a deserter to that of

WRITES FROM BROOKS, ORE. 


J. S. Higginbotham, formerly resi­ 
dent of the Bertrand community, re­ 
cently moved his family to 
Brooks, 
Oregon. 
Knowing that 
the

friends of the fam ily would be inter­ 
ested in details of the trip 
and 
of 
their present location. 
Mr. Higgin­ 
botham writes the following 
letter 
to The Standard: 
Brooks, Oregon, 
April 11, 1930 
Dear Mr. Blanton 
A fter being away from 
Sikeston 
for more than a month, I will 
give 
you a short sketch of our travels. 
We came through Arkansas, T ex­ 
as, New Mexico, Arizona, California 
and are stopping for a while 
near 
Brooks, Ore. 
We 
are 
nine 
miles 
south of Portland in what is called 
the Wilimette Valley. 
This Valley reaches almost through 
the State north and 
south, 
and 
is 
from sixty to seventy miles wide. 
Some wheat and oats are 
grown 
here; but most of the valley is 
in 
orchards and truck farms. 
It 
is 
a 
great strawberry country, and thou­ 
sands of acres are devoted to their 
culture. 
Farms here range' in size 
from five, ten and up to forty acres. 
The latter are called ranches. 
The 
ranch we are working on consists of 
600 acres and is being 
planted 
in 
onions and mint. 
W ages here run from thirty-five to 
fifty cents per hour. 
We are located seventy miles from 
the coast on the West and alx>ut thir­ 
ty miles from the Cascade mountains 
on the East. 
One can 
look 
to the 
northeast and see the great hulk of 
Mt. Hood covered with snow 
at all 
times of the year. 
The climate here 
is ideal. 
It is neither cold nor hot. 
Last winter our coldest day was 1*5 
above and in the summer, they tell 
me, it gets about 1*0 above. 
Rainfal is 
plentiful 
winter 
and 
spring, and farm ing is done without 
irrigation. 
Now for a few thought > regarding 
our trip* 
W’hile most of you know how A r­ 
kansas and Northeast Texas 
looks, 
the southeastern part of Arizona 
is 
simply a desert. 
After a few days’ 
driving into California, we struck the 
large fruit orchards, and I must ad­ 
mit it was the greatest sight our eyes 
ever beb^]^.,_We spent a short while 
on the besokuat San Francisco, then 
drove up the coast for miles. 


We then crossed 
beck 
over the 
Coast Range and came up 
through 
the valleys. 
To make a long 
story 
short, when traveling through Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon, it is 
just 
like 
driving through a huge flower gar­ 
den. 
However, I am reminded of the 
old adage, “Everything that is yel­ 
low ia not gold". 
We are now thirty-seven hundred 
miles from Sikeston, and were on the 
road sixteen days. 
Time and space 
forbid telling half the sights we saw, 
but we got value received 
for 
our 
money. 
It cost our family of seven 
on an average of $10 per day to trav­ 
el, and we consider it 
money 
well 
spent. 
We will probably be here un­ 
til late summer, and will then look 
around for a permanent location. 
With best wishes of good

and continued prosperity to you and 
to our many friends,

S WAR VETERAN SURRENDERS 
A8 DESERTER; MAY WIN 
HONORABLE DI8CHARGE 


Omaha, 
Nebraka, 
April 
14.— 
The dogs of war have barked long 
and loudly in the life of John C. Gil­ 
lespie, S3, who, after serving in the 
Spanish-American W ar, Iasurrection 
in tfce Philippines and the World War 
has surrendered to military author! 
ties here as a deserter. 
A tropical sun, malaria, and a hard- 
boiled army captain, GHlespie declar­ 
es, proved his undoing 23 years ago 
and caused him to desert at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 
He had serv­ 
ed as a volunteer in 
the 
Spanish- 
American War in the 
Seventh Ohio 
Infantry. 
He was 
honorably 
dis­ 
charged when hostilities ceased. 
Then he enlisted 
in the 
regular 
army and in 1899 was sent to 
the 
Philippines. 
There his record was unblemished, 
but on the 
Luzon 
Island 
he 
was 
stricken with fever. He received his 
second honorable discsharge in 1901 
and returned to the

States. | 
Again he enlisted, 
this time in the 
Sixth Infantry, and was senl to Fort
